Eprrors Constitvtios: “In it thou 


' \gbalt do no manner of work ; thow and 


thy son, and thy daughter, thy man 
servant, and thy maid servant, thy cat- 
tle, and the stranger that is within thy 
gates.’’ These words come to my ears 
Sunday mornings, in church, mingled 
with the sound of the bells on the 
necks of the poor tired little mules 
dragging the street cars, and I wonder 
if the “ powers” that govern the street 
railway ever hear or think of this com~ 
mandment. We have only to look at 
those miserable half-starved-iooking, 
over-worked little mules and horses, 
aud see the speed at which they are 
driven, to know that thev (the “ pow- 
ers’) are not very humane, to ex- 
ress it mildly, which is very 
ard todo when one thinks of the cru- 
el driving of their poor animals. Bat 
this commandment might influence 
these men. Though they have no 
thought or feeiing for the suffering of 
animals; fear sometimes iutluences 
when no other motiveor religion will. 
If shopekeepers should sell their 
wares on Sunday the public m ght per- 
haps disapprove ; ii the fruit and vege- 
table vendors should ply their trades, 
I suspect that a cry of horror would be 
raised by the people who so compos- 
ediy deposit their jars in the street 
carson Sundays, perhaps buying the 
tickets, the driyer changing the money. 
lt is so plainly right that these poor 
mules and horses, to say nothing of the 
drivers, should have one day of rest, 
no one doubts, I presume, the wisdom 
and justice of this law which provides 
a day of rest. Itis nature’s law, as 
well as God’s own command, But 
these poor animals are driven merci- 
leesly fromfearly morn till late at night, 
every day and night, and on Sunday, 
by way of “keeping holy” the day more 
cars are puton aud wey are driven 
more mercilessly than on any other day. 
I have earnestly wished for a long 
tim’, tht something could be done for 
these street car hurses and mules, and 
I have decided to make a little appeal 
to you, if Ieould enlist your sympa-

Dr Winfield—My friend Dr Edwards is a most 
ingenuous debater, and he is the only man I 
have heard on this floor who can speak oa both 
sides of the question. [{Laughter.} He quotes 
the bishops, but their testimony is like what the 
lawyers calla willing witness—it proyes a little 
too much. 
Dr Winfield then arguedin favor of the ma- 
jority report. He said the grumbling against the 
presiding elders was after all a matter of doliare 
and cents. He did not believe the church could 
do without thea presiding elders -—4 *#~% yer! 
eyes ruwu.u use guurcue. carefully. We ought 
to magnify this office and not derogate in any 
manner from its dignity or impo:tance. He 
described the joy with which a presiding elder 
is welcomed im the west, and the great good that 
attends their ministries The presiding elder- 
ship is sick, perhaps, but don’t let us kill it 
and preach its funeral before We go 
bome. Il am sorry the doctors who 
tried to treat the diseases have only given a 
douse to hasten ite death, and with all doe 
respect, I am sorry one such dose came from our 
honored bishops in their address. I am giad 
they did not go as far as Dr Mdwards.’’ 
The substitute really struck a death blow ata 
time honored institution of our church. He 
was ready to modify but was mot eady to de- 


stroy. 
J r Medley, clerical,West Virginia conference, 


gaid the conference had heard a flaming speech 
from *‘Dr Windmill.’’ [|Laughter.] 

Dr Winfleld—I thank you, sir. 1 had rather 
run by wind than not run atall. [{Laughter.] 
Mr Medley continued—He argued that the 
presiding eidership was at present a great bur- 
den in some dietricts, The substitute contem~ 
plated removinggthe limitation of the number 
of appointments in the district, so that the pre- 
siding elder could do more work. The number 
of appointments should be twenty. 

A W Wilson,cler, Baltimore con, said the Balti" 
more conference never desired to abolish 
the presiding elder’s office. That people are 
loyal to the church. But Dr Edwards had not 
exaggerated the state of affairs in the conference 
or the expense of the presiding elderships, If 
tbis burden can be lightened it ought to he done. 
The presiding elders conid work just as well 
with twenty as with fourteen appointments. 

w W Bennett, clerical, Virgiuia conference, 
said he was surprised at the tone of Dr Winfield’s 
remarks. He had spoken as if the Virginia 
conference had evil designs on the presiding 
elderships. There Was no such intention. He 
had studied the matter, and merely wanted to 
alter the office to make it more efficient. The 
office 1s a necessity to the church and it should 
be kept at its best. 

Dr Winfield as a personal explanation had 
charged upon no one a crusade against the pre 
siding eldership, but he merely meant to say 
the movement was in that direction. 

Jesee Boring, clerical, north Georgia confer” 
ence, said he spoke ouly from a sense of duty. 
He was a member of the commitice whose re- 
pert was being discussed, and he stated that its 
determination was arrived at after fall and care- 
ful consideration. Only ten members of the 
large committee of over forty voted against the 
report. ° 

Dr Edwards—Only twenty-three members 
were present when the vote was taken 

Dr Boring—I did not count those present, but 
it was a full meeting of that large committee. 

He argued in favor of the adoption of the re- 
port, and said there was really no extensive 
complaint as to the present manner of the office. 
Only two ont of thirty-seven conferences ask for 
auy modification of the office. Most of the 
complaints come trom currespondents of church 
and secular papers. There are some complaints, 
but they are few—very few—and from unwor- 
thy motives, as a rule. He feared any modifica- 
tion would be fatal to the usefulness and ¢ fficacy 
of this important office. If you alter your dis- 
tricts at all, leasen them, aud put men on them 
who will be pastors and not superintendents 
The speaker’s time was extended and he con= 
tinued his able argument on the report. He 
said that though a minister f.r more than fifiy 
years he was presiding elder on one of the 
largest districts in the sonth. and he found the 
people true to the best su; port of the presiding 
elders. They value his ministry and licok for 
his coming. If I were to ask for the best work 
I would ask for ten and not for fourteen ap- 
pointments. I plead the cause of pure, holy 
ecciesiastical Methodism as it was. Let us not 
experiment. I beg the conference to pause and 
reflect. Leave that old discipline as it is now 
on this vital point. [Applause |

A Battie with a Whale. 

Lonc Branco, May 10.— Yesterday 
morning a Greenland, or right whale, 
was suddenly perceived blowing off 
Sandy Hook, The fisherman chased 
and, worried it into the Horseshoe. 
They managed to drive it toward the 
shore until it grounded on a shoal op- 
posite Applegate’s Landing.. The tide 
was falling fast, and although the whale 
made des;erate efforts to get off, ite 
great weight held it in the sand until 
the pursuing fishermen dared to attack 
it. There are no harpoons at Sandy 
Hook; so one of the men secured a 
scythe from the shore, and with it 
lanced the whale. The beach was lined 
with excited fishermen and railroad 
employes during Le fight, while the 
whale tumbled and lashed the sea with 
his tail, and the wary fisherman re- 
peatedly struck it with his scythe. 
After twenty minutes all became atill. 
The water around the great fish was 
crimsoned with its blood. 

Last night the whale was towed tv 
Port Monmouth, and to-day the captors 
are cutting it up for oil. It measures 
forty feet in length from head to tip of 
tail, and it is estimated that it wil) 
yield 1,600 gallons of oil.

Wasuinctos, May 20.—Mr. Thur- 
man, of Ohio, from the judiciary com- 
mittee, to which was committed the 
house bill to provide for the admission 
to the bar of the supreme court of the 
United States of any woman who has 
been a member of the bar of the highest 
court of any state or territory for a pes 
riod of three years, reported it back to- 
gether with an amendment cf 
Mr. Sargent, providing that no person 
shall be refused ad mission 
to the bar of any United States court 
on account of sex, and said he was 
directed by the committee to report, as 
they reported before, that there was no 
law prohibiting a court from admitting 
@ woman to the bar, and therefore 
there was no nec: ssity for this legisla- 
tion. After some discussion the bil! 
was placed on the calendar with the 


mre report.

Scott was retired from the head of the 
army with full rank, pay and aliow~ 
ances.

Among the bills introduced was one 
by Mr. Shelley, of Alabama, known 
as the Schleicher bill, entitled 
a bill granting aid by the 
national govhrnment to certain com- 
anies incorporated by state authority 
or works of internal improvement. 
I'he companies are authorized to issue 
bonds sufficient to construct complete 
and equip their respective works 
to run fifty years and to 
bear interest at the rate of five 
per cent per annum ; the government 
to guarantee the interest which is to be 
paid semi-annually at the treasury of 
the United States. [he guvernment 
retains a@mortgage on all the property 
now held or to be = acquired 
hereafter by said § companies 
to be held in trust for the ultimate 
payment of both interest and principal 
of said bonds. The companies are for- 
ever prohibited from crediting any 
other mortgage or lien upon their 
property and from watering or other- 
wise increasing their stocks and 
any use of the money obtained on such 
bonds by any officer of the company or 
by any other person, for any other pur- 
pose whatever, 1s declared a felony 
punishable by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for a term not less than 
ten nor more than forty years, in 
the discretion of a jury. The companies 
included in the bill are the James River 
and Kanawha canal, the Atlantic and 
Great Western canal, connecting the 
Tennessee river at Guntersville with 
the Atlantic coast at Sa- 
vannah, the Florida coast canal, 
the Fort Philip canal, the Hempin and 
Chicago canal, the Niagara Falls Ship 
canal, the Oswego canal, the Lexington 
and Big Sandy railroad, connecting 
the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad with 
the Louisville and New Orleans lines, 
or the railroad to the Pacific coast. The 
whole amount of money required for 
these works is $230,000,000, upon which 
the goyernment guarantees interest. 
The friends the bill claim 
that its passage will give im- 
mediate employment to 500,000 
men,and will require the use of 50,- 
000 muies and horses, and wiil at once 
relieve the finangial pressure now pre- 
vailing in the land.

There are few phs that ever 
created more excitement in Atlanta than the one 
that appeared in Tas ConsTITUTION » few days 

ago, announcing that an election had been held 
ou poy a ten night among the Cadets, and tha 
Tom Johnson had been elected lieutenant. 
THE HISTORY OF TEI4 CASE. 

The hietory of the case, briefly, is this; Abou; 
one week ago the Cadets held a meeting for the 
purpose of “electing,” as they called it, their 
officers for the coming year 

Capt. Harry Jackson yon Lieutenants McCan. 
diess and Hoyle had no opposition, and it was 
known of course that th sy would be unanimous- 
1y retained in their places Thsre was a serious 
fight organized however over the place of junior 
second lieutenant, Tuis place was held by Mr 
Tom Jobnsoa and was contested by Mr William 
Sp irks. 

THE CONTEST BECAME VERY BI-TER 
and every man in the company was @ partisan 
of one side or the other. It was very soon dis- 
covered that the race was a Very close one, and 
that it would be decided by one or two voles. 

For a week before the race was closed the 
Cadets were in a ferment. They gathered about 
the streets in squads and discussed the coming 
election. Finally the betting became lively. Larg» 
amounts were put up on one candidate or the 
other, the members of the company and ont- 
siders both betting vere heavily. It is said by 
those who ought to know that 

FURTY-TWO HUNDBED DOLLARS 
was put up ou ‘he result. It was hard to find 
a young fellow ora man about town who did 
not have some amount wagered ome way or the 
ot her. 

The meeting toox place—the ballots were cast 
after the wost exciting session ever known to 
the company. Several violent speeches were 
made, and the feeing was iutense and bitter. 
The vote was counted, and it was deciared that 
Mr. Sparks had woa the bailo: by oue voie 
Upon this announcement, the matter was gen- 
erally considered clo.ed and many of the bets, 
if not ali of them. were settled. 

JUST HERE THE LAW COMES IN. 

It was ascertained, however, that the so calicd 
* election” was not aa election in the eyes of 
the isw, but simply a nomination. The law gov- 
erning the election of officers of volunters pro- 
vides that all eleetions shail be helé beforea 
jastice of the peace and two free-holders.

Of course no active 
settiement of the matier could be effected dur- 
ing Sunday, but early on Monday morning, the 
matter was taken in hand and a peaceable com- 
promise effected.

“The matter has all been amicably arranged.

“Was it not unusual to have both a nomi« 
nation and ap election?’

NEGRO EDUCATI£0N, 


A Gratifying Evidences of Improve- 
ment. 


The educational facilities for the cole 
ored population of our state, and particularly 
that of Atlanta, will be greatly increase. ina 
few months by the erection of a colored univer- 
sity about two miles irom the city, at the head 
of McDenvugh street. Mr J W Adams, of Chat- 
tanoogo, Tean., is preparing the plans upon 
which the building will be erected, 

THE STRUCTURE. 

It will be four siories and a basement, of brick, 
Maneard roof, and a central tower standing out 
nine feet from the front and one hundred and 
six feet high. The main entrance will be 
through the tower, the offices being on the sides 
and the schoo! rooms facing it, and dormitories 
on other parts of the floor Inthe second story 
the parior will be in the tower over the hall be" 
low, opening upon verandss, and the chapel! wilt 
cover the school and recitation rooms, while the 
rest of the floor wlll be taken up with teachers’ 
rooms aud dormitories. The library will be on 
the third floor over the parlor, and the rest of 
the third and fourth floors will be taken up with 
@ormitories:. The basement will contain kiteh- 
en, dining-room, wash-room, eic, The first 
floor will have yerandas front and rear. The 
tower above the roof of the building will con- 
tainaciock. Itis calculated that one hundred 
pupils can be accommodated in the college. 

The building will be known as Ciark’s un ver- 
sity. It wiil be iocated on a tract of four hun- 
dred and fifty.two acres of land, which 
commences near the nursery of Mr M Cole, 
and ruus due south until it nearly reaches the 
line of the track of land occupied in the At« 
lanta water works. This tract of land was por- 
chared by the Frecdman’s Aid society of the 
M. E. Caurch, at @ cost of $13,000. A specialty 
will be made of the more advanced studies, 
while the lowsr grades wiil not be neglected, 
The institution wiil not be sectarian and 

EVERY DENOMINATION 

will enjoy the same privileges of education at 
this university. A full and competent board 
of teachers will be procured, and no pains or 
expense spared to make this ihe leading color 
ed vniversityin the south. About ane hun- 
dred acres of the ground edjoining the univer- 
sity will be used asa garden apd play grounds. 
The remainder will be converted 
into tields, which will be 
worked hy scholars who will pay their taition 
in this way. Those who are able will pay regu- 
lar rates of tuition, as in other schools of this 
character, or pay part of the sum io money and 
work a stipulated number of hours in the fieid 
each day 10 payment of the remainder. Those 
who desire education, and have no money, will 
be allowed to pay the entire amount io working 
the fields. We understand that great attention 
will be paid to the pursuits of the fields, and in 
fact the tillimg of ihe soil will be @ part of the 
education of the inmates of the university. I+ 
is thousht that the plan will be completed in a 
tew days, in which eyent work will be com- 
menced at once.

In reply to a question of what about real es

stoppiug point. Our population is increasing 
every year—even every month New 
people are all the time moving in 
aud I know of none going away. New business 
firms are constantly coming in. To-day I can, in 
am hour’s drive, show you one hundred new 
houses—some of them very elegant mansions —in 
course of construc'ion, commenced since the 
firs: of March mainly for individual use —not to 
rent. I aw giad there are no new stores building 
till those already built are remted. Store rent is 
too low; that is, wiil no‘ pay as an investment. 
High rents in the past drovea number of smal! 
merchants out of the main streets, where rent 
were cheap. Now, however, central stores are 
very low, and some unoccupied. This, however, 
will soon regulate itself, and rents will equalize 
allround, There is a decided improvement in 
the character of work. Contractors and mechan- 
ics are doing better work and using better mate- 
rial than tormertly. 

Have you made any important sales recently ? 

Yes ; the inquiry has greatly increased. Many 
parties who have been waiting for the bottom 
cannot to-day close trades at figures they have 
heretotore refused.
